Draft Notification 

WHEREAS, the Tansa Wildlife Sanctuary, District Thane lies between Longitudes 73° 10’ 00” 
to 73° 25’ 00” N and Latitudes 19° 25’ 00” to 19° 50’ 00” in Shahapur,Wada and Mokhada taluka of 
Thane district of Maharashtra State and extends over an area of 304.81 square kilometers; 

AND WHEREAS, the leopard (panther pardus ) is the species of vital importance in Tansa 
Wildlife sanctuary, besides some of the most endangered species like Rusty-Spotted Cat, Jungle Cat, 
Small Indian Civet, Common Palm Civet, Mouse deer, Indian Rock Python, Rat Snake, Indian Cobra, 
Russel’s Viper, Checkered keelback, Common monitor, etc., are also found in this Sanctuary; 

AND WHEREAS, the area has a very high floral diversity and supports large number of habitat 
Ain ( Terminalia alata/var-tomentosa ), Ashi (Morinda pubescens ), Amba (Mangiferia indica), amati 
(Wavding) ( Embelia tsjeriam-cottam ), Anjani (Memecylon umbellatum ), Apta (Bauhinia retusa), Asna 
(Bridelia retusa ), Arjunsadada (Terminalia arjuna ), Athroon (Kakar-Bhekal) (Flacourtia ramontchi 
(Syn.flacourtia indica)), Avali (Phylianthus emblica ), Babul (Acacia nilotica varindica), Bel (Aegle 
marmelos ), Bakula (Mimusops elengi ), Bava (Bhava) (Cassia fistula ), Beheda (Terminalia bellirica ), 
Bhendi (Thespesia populnea ), Bhoma (Glochidion ellipticum), Bhokar(Shelute) (Cordia Dichotoma ), 
Bhor Jambhul (Ameania baccifera ), Bhutkesh(Lawset) (Mussaenda frondasa), Bhitia (Alan or Bhutaksha) 
(Cassine glauca ), Biba (Semecarpus anacardium ), Bibla (Pterocarpus marsupium), Bondara 
(Lagerstroemia parviflora ), Bor (Ziziphus jujube) (Synziziphus mauritiana ), Chambuli (Bauhinia vahili ), 
Chanda,Chandva (Macaranga peltate ), Char,Charoli (Buchanania lanzari), Chera (Erinoicarpus 
nimmonii). Chinch (Tamarindus indica ), Dandoshi (Daloergia lanceaolaria ), Daowas(Dahivel) (Cordia 
macleodii), Datir (Ficus heterophylla), Dhaman (Grewia tilliaefolia ), Dhavada (Anogeissus latifolia ), 
Dikemali (Gardenia resinifera ), Gol (Trema orientalis ), Hed (Adina cordifolia ), Hirda (Terminalia 
chebula ), Jamba (Xylia xylocarpa ), Jambul (Syzygium ciminii ), Kadvai (Hymenodictyon orixerse ), Kakad 
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(Garuga pinnata), Kondal (Sterculia Urens ), Karambel (.Dillenia Pentagyna ), Karlilimb(Kadilimb) 

(Murraya koenigill) are also found in this Sanctuary; 

AND WHEREAS, the area has found some avi-faunal Little Grebe, Cormorant, Indian Shag, Little 
Cormorant, Darter, Pond Heron, Cattle Egret, Large Egret, Little Egret, Night Heron, Chestout Bittern, 
Painted Stork, Openbill Stork, Whitencked Stork, Blacknecked Stork, Black Ibis, Glossy Ibis, Spoonbill, 
Lesser Flamingo, Lesser Whistling Teal, Pintail, Common Teal, Spotbill Duck, Mallared, Gadwal, Wigeon, 
Garganey, Shoveller, Common Pochard, White-Eyed Pochard, Cotton Teal, Comb Duck, Blackwinged Kite, 
Black Kite, Blackeared Kite, Brahminy Kite, Shikra, Sparrowhawk, White-eye buzzard Eagle, Bonelli's 
Eagle, Eastern Steppe Eagle, Tawny Eagle, Palla's Fishing Eagle, Indian Longbilled Vulture, Indian 
Whitebacked Vulture, Marsh Harrier, Montagu's Harrier, Pale Harrier, Crested Serpent Eagle, Peregrine 
Falcon, etc. 

AND WHEREAS, it is necessary to conserve and protect the area around the protected area of 
Tansa Wildlife Sanctuary as Eco-sensitive Zone from ecological and environmental point of view and to 
prohibit industries or class of industries and their operations and processes in the said Eco-sensitive Zone; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) read with and 
clause (v) and clause (xiv) of sub - section (2) of section 3 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 
of 1986) and sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of the Environment (Protection) Rules, 1986, the Central Government 
hereby notifies the extent ranging between 600m - 9.5 Km from the boundary of the protected area of the 
Tansa Wildlife Sanctuary in the State of Maharashtra as the Eco-sensitive Zone (herein after called as the 
Eco-sensitive Zone), namely:- 

l.Extent and boundaries of Eco-sensitive Zone.- (1) The said Eco-sensitive Zone would cover an area of 
625.30 Sq.Km. in Thane District of Maharashtra State consisting of Forest area of 303.25 sq km and non¬ 
forest area of 322.046 sq km including 145 villages. The Eco-sensitive zone extends from 600m to 9.5 km 
from the boundary of Tansa Wild life Sanctuary. The development blocks of District Thane which were 
included in ESZ around Tansa Wildlife Sanctuary are Shahapur, Bhiwandi, Wada and Mokhada. 

(2) The list of geo co- ordinates of the Eco Sensitive Zone is appended as Annexure-IL 

(3) Eco-sensitive Zone is bounded by the forests and private area of Shahapur Forest Division on 

Eastern side, by Thane Division on Southern side and Jawhar Division on Western and Northern 

sides. The map of the Sanctuary along with the proposed Eco-sensitive Zone is appended as 

Annexure I-A and Annexure I-B.

2. Zonal Master Plan for the Tansa Eco-sensitive Zone. - (1) The State Government shall, for the 
purpose of the Eco-sensitive Zone prepare, a Zonal Master Plan, within a period of two years from the date 
of publication of final notification in the Official Gazette, in consultation with local people and adhering to 
the stipulations given in this notification for consideration and approval of the Competent Authority in the 
State Government. 

(2) The Zonal Master Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be prepared by the State Government in such 
manner as is specified in this notification and also in consonance with the relevant Central and State laws 
and the guidelines issued by the Central Government, if any. The Zonal Master Plan shall be approved by the 
Competent Authority in the State Government. 
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(3) The Zonal Master Plan shall be prepared in consultation with the following State Departments, for 
integrating the ecological and environmental considerations into the said plan namely:- 

(i) Environment; 

(ii) Forest and Wildlife; 

(iii) Agriculture; 

(iv) Revenue; 

(v) Urban Development; 

(vi) Tourism; 

(vii) Rural Development; 

(viii) Irrigation and Flood Control; 

(ix) Municipal; 

(x) Panchayati Raj; 

(xi) Maharashtra State Pollution Control Board; and. 

(xii) Public Works Department. 

(4) The Zonal Master Plan shall not impose any restriction on the approved existing land use, infrastructure 
and activities, unless so specified in this notification and the Zonal Master Plan shall factor in improvement 
of all infrastructure and activities to be more efficient and eco-friendly. 

(5) The Zonal Master Plan shall provide for restoration of denuded areas, conservation of existing water 
bodies, management of catchment areas, watershed management, groundwater management, soil and 
moisture conservation, needs of local community and such other aspects of the ecology and environment that 
need attention. 

(6) The Zonal Master Plan shall demarcate all the existing worshipping places, village and urban settlements, 
types and kinds of forests, agricultural areas, fertile lands, green area, such as, parks and like places, 
horticultural areas, orchards, lakes and other water bodies and also with supporting maps. The Plan shall be 
supported by Maps giving details of existing and proposed land use features. 

(7) The Zonal Master Plan shall regulate development in Eco-sensitive Zone as to ensure Eco-friendly 
development for livelihood security of local communities. 

(8) The Zonal Master Plan shall be a reference document for the Monitoring Committee for carrying out its 
functions of monitoring vide the provisions of this notification. 

3. Measures to be taken by State Government.- The State Government shall take the following measures 
for giving effect to the provisions of the final notification, namely:- 

(1) Land use.- Forests, horticulture areas, agricultural areas, parks and open spaces earmarked for 
recreational purposes in the Eco-sensitive Zone shall not be used or converted into areas for major 
commercial or industrial activities. Such areas shall be clearly defined in the Zonal Master Plan along with 
maps. 

Provided that the conversion of agricultural and other lands within the Eco-sensitive Zone may be 
permitted on the recommendation of the Monitoring Committee, and with the prior approval of the 
competent authority under Regional Town Planning Act and other rules and regulations of Central/State 
Government as applicable, to meet the residential needs of the local residents, and for the activities listed in 
column (2) of the Table in paragraph 4, namely:- 

(i) Eco Friendly cottages for temporary occupation of tourists such as tents, wooden houses, etc. for 
eco-friendly tourism activities; 

(ii) Commercial water resources including ground water harvesting; 

(iii) Fencing of existing premises of hotels and lodges; 

(iv) Widening and strengthening of existing roads and construction of new roads; 

(v) Small scale industries not causing pollution: 
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Provided further that no use of tribal land shall be permitted for commercial and industrial 
development activities without the prior approval of the of the competent authority under Regional Town 
Planning Act and other rules and regulations of State Government and without compliance of the provisions 
of article 244 of the Constitution or the law for the time being in force, including the Scheduled Tribes and 
other Traditional Forest Dwellers (Recognition of Forest Rights) Act, 2006 (2 of 2007): 

Provided also that any error appearing in the land records within the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be 
corrected by the State Government, after obtaining the views of Monitoring Committee, once in each case 
and the correction of said error shall be intimated to the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment, 
Forest and Climate Change: 

Provided also that the above correction of error shall not include change of land use in any case 
except as provided under this sub-paragraph. 

Efforts shall be made to reforest the unused or unproductive agricultural areas with afforestation and 
habitat restoration activities. 

(2) Natural water bodies.- The catchment areas of all natural springs/rivers/ channels shall be identified and 
plans for their conservation and rejuvenation shall be incorporated in the Zonal Master Plan. 

(3) Tourism/Eco-Tourism.- (a) All new eco-tourism activities or expansion of existing tourism activities 
within the Eco-Sensitive Zone shall be as per the Tourism Master Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zone. 

(b) The Eco-Tourism Master Plan shall be prepared by Department of Tourism in consultation with State 
Departments of Environment and Forests. 

(c) The Tourism Master Plan shall form a component of the Zonal Master Plan. 

(d) The activities of eco-tourism shall be regulated as under, namely:- 

(i) no new construction of hotels and resorts shall be allowed within 1 kilometre from the boundary 
of the Wildlife Sanctuary or upto the extent of the ESZ whichever is nearer. However, beyond the distance 
of 1 kilometre from the boundary of the Wildlife Sanctuary till the extent of the Eco-sensitive Zone, the 
establishment of new hotels and resorts shall be allowed only in pre-defined and designated areas for Eco- 
tourism facilities as per Tourism Master Plan. 

(ii) all new tourism activities or expansion of existing tourism activities within the Eco-sensitive 
Zone (beyond 1 kilometre) shall be in accordance with the guidelines issued by the Central Government in 
the Ministry of Environment, Forest and Climate Change and the eco-tourism guidelines issued by National 
Tiger Conservation Authority (as amended from time to time) with emphasis on eco-tourism; 

(iii) Until the Zonal Master Plan is approved, development for tourism and expansion of existing 
tourism activities shall be permitted by the concerned regulatory authorities based on the actual site specific 
scrutiny and recommendation of the Monitoring Committee and no new hotel /resort or commercial 
establishment construction is permitted within ESZ area. 

(4) Natural Heritage.- All sites of valuable natural heritage in the Eco-sensitive Zone, such as the gene pool 
reserve areas, rock formations, waterfalls, springs, gorges, groves, caves, points, walks, rides, cliffs, etc. 
shall be identified and a heritage conservation plan shall be drawn up for their preservation and conservation 
as a part of the Zonal Master Plan. 

(5) Man- made Heritage Sites.- Buildings, structures, artefacts, areas and precincts of historical, 
architectural, aesthetic, and cultural significance shall be indentified in the Eco-sensitive Zone and heritage 
conservation plan for their conservation shall be prepared as part Zonal Master Plan. 

(6) Noise Pollution.- Prevention and Control of noise pollution in the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be complied 
with in accordance with Noise Pollution (Regulation And Control) Rules, 2000 under the Environment 
(Protection) Act, 1986 and amendments thereto. 

(7) Air Pollution.- Prevention and control of air pollution in the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be complied with 
in accordance with the provisions of the Air (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1981 (14 of 1981) 
and rules made thereunder and amendments thereto. 

(8) Discharge of Effluents.- Discharge of treated effluent in Eco-sensitive Zone shall be in accordance with 
the provisions of the General Standards for Discharge of Environmental Pollutants covered under the 
Environmental (Protection) Act, 1986 and rules made thereunder or standards stipulated by State 
Government whichever is more stringent. 
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(9) Solid Wastes.- Disposal and Management of solid wastes shall be as under: - 

(a) The solid waste disposal and management in Eco-sensitive Zone shall be carried out in 
accordance with the Solid Waste Management Rules, 2016 and published by the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Environment, Forests and Climate Change vide notification number S.O. 1357 (E), dated 8th 
April, 2016 as amended from time to time; 

(b) the inorganic material may be disposed in an environmental acceptable manner at site identified 
outside the Eco-sensitive Zone; 

(c) no burning or incineration of solid wastes and establishment of landfills shall be permitted in the 
Eco-sensitive Zone. 

(10) Bio Medical Wastes.- Bio medical waste management shall be as under: 

(a) The bio-medical waste disposal in the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be carried out in accordance with 
the Bio-Medical Waste Management Rules, 2016 published by the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Environment, Forest and Climate Change vide Notification number GSR 343 (E), dated the 28th March, 
2016 as amended from time to time. 

(b) No common treatment facility or incineration shall be permitted within the Eco Sensitive Zone. 

(11) Plastic Waste Management.- The Plastic Waste Management in the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be 
carried out as per the provisions of the Plastic Waste Management Rules, 2016 published by the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Environment, Forest and Climate Change vide notification number G.S.R. 340(E), 
dated the 18th March, 2016, as amended from time to time. 

(12) Construction and Demolition Waste Management.- The Construction and Demolition Waste 
Management in the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be carried out as per the provisions of the Construction and 
Demolition Waste Management Rules, 2016 published by the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Environment, Forest and Climate Change vide notification number G.S.R. 317(E), dated the 29th March, 
2016, as amended from time to time. 

(13) Electronic Waste.- The Electronic Waste (E-Waste) Management in the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be 
carried out as per the provisions of the E-Waste Management Rules, 2016 published by the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Environment, Forest and Climate Change and as amended from time to time. 

(14) Vehicular Traffic.- The vehicular traffic movement shall be regulated in a habitat friendly manner and 
specific provisions in this regard shall be incorporated in the Zonal Master Plan and till such time as the 
Zonal Master plan is prepared and approved by the Competent Authority in the State Government, the 
Monitoring Committee shall monitor compliance of vehicular movement under the relevant Acts and the 
rules and regulations made thereunder. 

(15) Vehicular Pollution.- Prevention and control of Vehicular Pollution shall be complied with in 
accordance with applicable laws. Efforts to be made for use of cleaner fuel for example CNG, LPG, etc. 

(16) Industrial Units.- (a) On or after the publication of this notification in the Official Gazette, no new 
polluting industries shall be allowed to be set up within the Eco-sensitive Zone. 

(b) Only non-polluting industries shall be allowed within ESZ as per classification of Industries in 
the Guidelines issued by Central Pollution Control Board in February 2016, unless so specified in this 
notification. 

(17) Protection of Hill Slopes.- The protection of hill slopes shall be as under: 

(a) The Zonal Master Plan shall indicate areas on hill slopes where no construction shall be 
permitted. 

(b) No construction on existing steep hill slopes or slopes with a high degree of erosion shall be 
permitted. 

4. List of activities prohibited or to be regulated or promoted within the Eco-sensitive Zone.- All 

activities in the Tansa Wildlife Sanctuary, Maharashtra are being governed by the provisions of the Wildlife 
(Protection) Act, 1972 (Act 53 of 1972 and rules framed thereunder) and activities within the ESZ shall be 
governed under the provisions of Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986) and the rules made 
thereunder, and be regulated in the manner specified in the Table below, namely:-

(iii) Cottage industries including village industries; 
convenience stores & local amenities supporting eco- 
tourism including home stays; and 

(iv) Promoted activities listed in this Notification. 

(b) Provided further that the construction activity 
related to small scale industries termed as White 
Category, not causing pollution shall be regulated 
and kept at the minimum, with the prior permission 
from the competent authority as per applicable rules 
and regulations, if any. 

(c) Provided also that beyond one kilometre it shall 
be regulated as per the Zonal Master Plan. 

13. 

Small scale non polluting industries. 

Non polluting industries termed as White Category as 
per classification of industries issued by the Central 
Pollution Control Board in February 2016 and non- 
hazardous, small-scale and service industry, 
agriculture, floriculture, horticulture or agro-based 
industry producing products from indigenous 
materials from the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be 
permitted by the competent Authority.

(b) a representative of the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of India - Member; 

(c) a representative of the Central Pollution Control Board, Government of India - Member; 

(d) a representative of the Chief Wildlife Warden Government of Maharashtra - Member; 

(e) a representative of the Department of Mines, Government of Maharashtra - Member; 

(f) a representative of the Department of Industries, Government of Maharashtra - Member; 

(g) a representative of the Department of Revenue, Government of Maharashtra - Member; 

(h) a representative of the Department of Irrigation, Government of Maharashtra - Member; 

(i) a representative of the Department of Public Works, Government of Maharashtra - Member; 

(j) two representatives of Non-governmental Organizations working in the field of environment 
(including heritage conservation) to be nominated by the Government of India - Member; 

(k) the Regional Officer, Maharashtra State Pollution Control Board, Mumbai- Member; 

(l) the Senior Town Planner of the area - Member; 

(m) Representative of Biodiversity Board, - Member 

(n) The Deputy Conservator of Forest, Shahapur Division, Thane - Convener. 

6. Terms and References:(l)The powers and functions of the Monitoring Committee shall be restricted to 
the compliance of the provisions of this notification. 

(1) In case of activities requiring prior permission, under the provisions of the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Environment and Forests number S.O. 1533, dated the 14 th 
September, 2006 published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (ii), 
the Monitoring Committee shall refer such matters to the State Level Environment Impact 
Assessment Authority constituted under that notification which shall grant the clearances in 
accordance with the provisions of the said notification. 

(3) The Monitoring Committee may invite representatives or experts from concerned Departments or 
associations to assist in its deliberations depending on the requirements on issue to issue basis. 

(4) The Chairman or the Conveyor of the Monitoring Committee shall be competent to file complaints 
under section 19 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986) against any person who 
contravenes the provisions of this notification. 

(5) The Monitoring Committee shall submit the annual action taken report of its activities by the 31 st 
March of every year to the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests. 

(6) The Central Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests shall give directions, from time 
to time, to the Monitoring Committee for effective discharge of the functions of the Monitoring 
Committee.
